Records of the East Sudbury (Wayland) 
Social Library 1796-1843 


The Social Library was established under a Constitution in 1796, which was revised in 1833. In 
1796 the town was known as EastSudbury or East Sudbury, and in 1835 it was incorporated as 
Wayland. 


Annual meetings were held in spring. Records for each annual meeting include officers elected, 
a list of members, referred to as “proprietors” and their payments of membership tax, and a 
Treasurer's report for the year. 


Records also include lists of new books purchased periodically, and monthly lists of books 
checked out and personally delivered to members by the Librarian. 


According to the records, there were two thorough accountings of membership and books, in 
1822 and 1832. 


The original handwritten manuscript is available at the Wayland Free Public Library. Digital 
images of the original and this 2022 transcript are available on Internet Archive 
(internetarchive.org) by searching "East Sudbury Social Library Records". The transcript 
preserves spelling, capitalization, gjammar, punctuation, abbreviations and symbols as much as 
possible, and adjusts format to favor left justification.

1. Terms of admission. Any inhabitant of 
East Sudbury on payment of the Sum of 
two dollars to the Treasurer, shall become 
a Proprietor in the Library, and Shall 

be allowed to vote at any meeting of 

the association, either by himself or his 
representative. 


2. Annual Assessment. Each 

proprietor shall annually pay to the treasurer for the 
benefit of the library the sum of twenty five cents at 

the annual meeting, and no book shall be delivered 

to a proprietor until all aforementioned & fines due from 
him are paid. 


3. Right of taking books. Each proprietor may 
take out only one book at a time; but if the work 
consist of more than one volume, he may take out 
two volumes. 


4. Return of books. All books shall be returned within 
twelve weeks from the time of taking out the same, 
(excepting those that have not been purchased 

more than one year; and these shall be returned 
within six weeks from the time of taking them out) 

on penalty of twelve and a half cents. 


5. Annual return of books. All books shall be 
returned into the library on or before the first monday
